Continued from page | 
within the organization 
hope to start work on the 
wetland there by spring of 
1985. 

If water in wetlands is too 
deep or too shallow, ducks 
are unable to feed properly. 
DU strives to maintain 
stable depths of water in all 
seasons. This_may include 
dredging and building of 
small dams. 

And DU is already work- 
ing in Hastings County. 
About 250 acres of wetlands 
at Foxboro are being revital- 
ized at a cost of over 
$200,000. They started work 


at the site on November 1.- 


DU engineer Roger 
Madill said they hope by 
spring of 1985 the wetland 
there will be ‘operational’. 
The organization is now 
pulling five drag lines 
through the wetland and 
using a backhoe. Work is 
not affected by cold 
weather, he said. 

DU has done work on two 
wetland areas in Prince- 
Edward County in the last 
few years, said Madill. 

‘We're looking for wet- 
lands here. We started 
offices in Kingston and 
Peterborough and are 
spreading from there into 


this area,’ Madill explain- 
ed. 

One of approximately 13 
landowners consenting to 
the work at Foxboro is the 
Moira River Conservation 
Authority (MRCA). Author- 
ity Manager Jim Kelleher 
said it was not hard.for DU 
to convince the authority to 
submit to the work. 


‘Much of the work done 
by Ducks Unlimited As in 
line with what the conserva- 
tion authority does,”’ said 
Kelicher. 

He said the authority's 
mandate to restore natural 
habitats and preserve wild-, 
life is parallel to DU. 

In fact, said Kelleher, 
since MRCA did no more 
than sign an agreement to 
have the work done, they 


would be ‘‘willing to join 
again with Ducks Unlimit- 
ed”. 

Ontario Ministry of 
Natural Resources reported 
recently that 2.5 million 
acres {80 per cent) of 
wetlands in southern Ontar- 
jo have disappeared be- 
cause of farm drainage and 


_ urban. expansion. One min- 


istry official said 85 per cent 
of wetland loss is directly 
attributable to agricultural 
drainage. 


Of 10,000 individual wet- 
lands left in southern 
Ontario, 40 per cent are 10 
acres or less in area. 

To sum up the DU effort,

The lure of a successful 
athletic career for their 
children is irresistible to 
many parents. ‘Sport has 
incredible status and pres- 
tige today,”’ says University 
of Winnipeg sport psychol- 
ogist Cal Botterill. ““Kids in 
sport get all kinds of 
pay-offs."' They range from 
great bodies to popularity, 
attention and even money 
for the elite. The cherubic 
Mary Lou Retton, whole- 
some Alex Baumann, grace- 
ful Lori Fung and rich Carl 
Lewis provide alluring role 
models, not so much for 
kids but for adults. 

‘*l honestly believed 1 just 
wanted my daughter to have 
a good time and do the best 
she could," reveals the 
Toronto mother of an 
ex-gymnast. ‘But when she 
didn’t make the Olympic 
team I was crushed and 
angry:-she ended up com- 
forting me. I think when she 
was first carded she started 
to care less about winning 
but I cared more. She was 
looking forward to univer- 
sity and a change and all I 
was thinking about was the 
Olympics. We were going in 
two different directions,” 
says this parent, who wants 
to remain unnamed. 

There are four primary 
reasons why the sport 
parent is a growing afflic- 
tion. The first and most 
common is simply misplac- 
ed enthusiasm or misunder- 
standing what the child is 
doing in sport; the over- 
zealous hockey parent 
whose first questions after a 
game are: Did you win? ‘Did 
you score a goal? One’ 
8-year-old confided to Bot- 
terill, “I really love hockey 
but the only problem is the 
ride home in the car after.” 
As athletes excel their 


components to perfor- 
mance. Sometimes the goal 
is to work on one thing-- 
breathing. a dismount or 
stickhandling--to the detri- 
ment of overall results. 

Secondly, the sheer cost 
of certain sports necess- 
itates a high degree of 
parental involvement. It is a 
rare parent who can shell 
out thousands of dollars 
without subtly imposing his 
or her own goals and point 
of view on the child. The 
pressure may be issued 
subconsciously but it’s all 
the more powerful. More 
ominous is the increasingly 
common business-like atti- 
tude toward child athletes. 
A recent article in Sports 
Illustrated noted that Carl- 
ing Basset is her father's 
“favorite project’’. Million- 
aire John Basset's other 
projects include profession- 
al hockey and football 
teams. 

A third factor in the sport 
parent conundrum is the 
legion of failed athletes 
who live vicariously through 
their children. Today, sport 

, has an unparalleled social 
cache and adults may 
unwittingly push their chil- 
dren to make up for their 

lost opportunities. ‘If 

I had had this chance’ 
or ‘If only she knew how 
much she will regret it if she 
doesn't.... are demons 
which tease the most 
sensible parents into losing 
perspective. 

Finally, there is the 
tantalizing vision of rich 
commercial gontracts* fol- 
lowing gold medals; a 
reality in the public's eye if 
nowhere else. “This is 
where you sce inordinate 
pressure and neurotic invol- 
vement in a child's career.”

measure the quakes. 

The coloring in the water 
is sediment, accumulated in 
the nooks and crannies of 
the numerous underground 
channels that pipe hot water 
to the springs. Vibrations 
from an earthquake cause 
the water in these channels 
to become turbulent and 
dislodge the sediment. 

‘Even though you can’t 
feel the earth quake on the 


' surface, the vibrations are 


still strong enough to shake 
the water,’ says Dr. Robert 
van Evérdingen of the 
National Hydrology Re- 
search Institute. 

‘It's a real nuisance,” he 
adds. “The water gets so 
dirty that the hot springs 
must be closed and every: 
thing--pipes, filters, pools-- 
cleaned out.” 

Dr. van Everdingen’s 
investigation began in 1980 
after visitors to Miette Hot 
Springs (near Jasper) asked 
whether the muddy water 
was connected to the 
eruption of Mt, St. Helen's. 
‘There was no connection, 
of course; the explosion was 
too far away,’’ he says. But 
he then set out to see if 
periods of muddy water at 
the springs could be corre- 
lated with documented 
earthquakes. 


After completing his 
study last year, Dr. van 
Everdingen waited for the 
moment when he. could put 
his earthquake theory to an 
empirical test. The day 
finally came in late October, 
when he received news of a 
quake that had just shaken 
Idaho. ‘I rushed to phone 
Radium but no one answer- 
ed,’ he said. “The staff 
was already out trying to 
stop the flow of dirty 
water. 


* 


Only earthquakes occur- 
ring to the north and south 
(in Alaska, Montana and 
Idaho) have muddied the 
water at the two hot 
springs. Earthquakes on the 
B.C. coast have had no 
effect. 

“The energy from a 
tremor on the coast appears 
to be absorbed by B.C.’s 
folded landscape as it 
travels across the pro- 
vinee,’’ says Dr. van Ever- 
dingen. ‘“‘However, the 
energy from a tremor in 


Alaska is carried right down | 


the Rocky Mountain 
range. 

While doing his study, 
Dr. van Everdingen learned 
that a heavy local rainfall-- 
$4 mm in 48 hours--will also 
muddy the hot springs.

But in 
many cases they have only 
acquired the capacity of not 
appearing drunk,’’ says the 
Addiction Research Foun- 
dation (ARF) 

ARF says a person may 
appear to walk and talk 
normally, but other less 
observable and more com- 
plex behaviors can be 
impaired - for example, the 
skills and rapid decision- 
making abilities needed to 
drive a-car safely. 

“Also as you drink more, 
it becomes more difficult for 
you to notice that you are 
becoming impaired. The 
reason is that the brain 
becomes impaired by alco- 
hol and is less able to alert 
you to the signs of intoxica- 
tion. For this reason, your 
friends may notice you are 
becoming impaired before 
you do.” 

And, if those facts and 
punishments are not deter- 
rent to people who drink 
and drive, then they better 
be prepared for misery. As 
one OPP put it, “‘first he 
killed the bottle...”

Isolated by thundering 
surf and powerful storms, 
British Columbia's Queen 
Charlotte archipelago. has 
long fixed the imagination 
of visitors from around the 
world. Bit by bit this virgin 
rainforest and marine e¢n- 
vironment has been par: 
celled out to the twentieth 
century. One outstanding 
conservation opportunity 
now remains — South 
Moresby 
The wilderness area takes 
in the lower portion of 
Moresby Island and almost 
140 smaller islands. as well 
as some 40 freshwater lakes 
and a 1,000 mile coastline. 
it's a naturalisys dream. 
Flowering plants unique in 
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Footwear

the world grow here in 
alpine meadows. Lower 
down the rugged mountain- 
sides stands of red cedar, 
sitka spruce, western hem- 
lock and yellow cypress 
form the lush virgin rain- 
forest which has softened 
the landscape for 10,000 
years. 

At water's edge. a whole 
new world of marine interti- 
dal life opens up. Fully one 
half of B.C.'s sea lion 
population inhabits south 
Moresby. along with one. in 
four nesting birds of the 
Pacific Coast, Peale’s pere- 
grines, and other species in 
jeopardy, such as trumpeter 
swans and sandhill cranes. 
Back on the land a unique 
pine martin, the world’s 
largest black bear and a 
number of other mammals 
have evolved somewhat 
differently from their main- 
land relatives. No wonder 
the Queen Charloues have 
been hailed as the “‘Cana- 
dian Galapogos’’. 

Some of the misty isles’

treasure is protected in the. 


World Heritage Cuhural 
Site at Anthony Island. And 
the Haida Indians who still 
live off the land and claim 
its ownership, are also 
determined to maintain its 


integrity.

Rabies outbreak ‘noticeable’ 


Northumberland County 
is in the midst of a major 
outbreak of rabies. Figures 
released by the Belleville 
office of Agriculture Canada 
show an increase in posi- 
tively diagnosed rabid fox, 
skunk, cows and at least one 
horse of 480 per cent over 
1988. The bulk of the cases 
have been identified since 
the end of August. 

The Belleville office 
covers the counties of 
Hastings, Prince: Edward 
and Northumberland. In 
1983 the office had a total of 
45 cases of rabies but this 
year already, 89 cases have 
been confirmed. However in 
Northumberland County the 
total for 1984 is 68 compar: 
ed to 14 last year.

umberland is so far exper- 
iencing a much better year 
with a significant drop in 
the number of rabies cases. 
To date there are only 32 
confirmed cases compared 
to 57 in 193 1988 and 51 in 
1982. The majority of the 
cases reported have been in 
the northern part of the 
county above the Kawartha 
Lakes. However the latest 
case was located only a few 
miles outside of Havelock 
which is close to the 
Northumberland boundary. 
There is concern in the 
Peterborough County office 
of Agriculture Canada that 
the rabies could spread into 
the county from Northum- 
berland once the winter 
freeze up sets in.

The bulk of the cases of 
rabies in Northumberland 
have been along a thin strip 
west of the Trent River 
running from Frankford and 
Stockdale on the south to 
just south of Havelock and 
Hastings. 


At least six incidents 
involving rabies have been 
confirmed within a mile or 
two of the Village of 
Hastings 

A spokesperson from the 
Peterborough Agricultural 
office described the out 
break of rabies in 82 and 83 
as an epidemic.

The system will use pellets 
dropped from an_ aircraft 
over areas where fox and 
skunks are likely to be 
found. The project has been 
stalled while scientists try to 
determine the most effec- 
tive means of administering 
the vaccine orally. The best 
vaccine is in the form of 


a modified live virus that is 


injected into animals. How- 
ever, for numerous scienti- 
fic reasons the scientists 
cannot release live vaccine 
into the environment. 
Largely because they have 
no way of determining what 
might happen if they did. 

Until a safe and effective

carbonated soft-<drink pack- 
aging. The polyethylene tere- 
phthalate (or PET) bottle has 
been approved -and has high 
consumer acceptance in many 
jurisdictions in both Canada 
and the US. It was first sub- 
mitted for approval to the 
Ontario Ministry of the Envi- 
ronment five years ago. 

its use as packaging for non- 
carbonated drinks such as 
spring water is legal in Ontar- 


io. But as packaging for car- 
bonated beverages like Pepsi 
and 7-Up it is not allowed hy 
current regulations. At the 
press conference, a group of 
independent bottlers unveiled 
the “Bottlers’ Survival Plan”. 
which focuses on the 2-litre 
recyclable plastic bottie. 

Lyle Blair, owner of Thames 
Valley Beverages of London, 
Ontario, and spokesperson 
for the group said, “We felt 


compelled to make. this de- 
monstration because all the 
red tape that has prevented 
the approval of this environ- 
mentally safe soft drink con- 
tainer has also severely harm- 
ed our businesses and caused 
the loss of many jobs in cities 
and towns across Ontario. In 
fact. since 1979, there has 
been a reduction of 615 jobs 
of over 10 per cent of our full- 
time workforce — largely duc 
to government procrastina- 
tion on this issue 

“Our survival — ald the jobs 
of thousands of men and 
women across Ontario — isat 
stake. We simply could not 
afford to wait any longer.” 

The independent bottlers 
operate in 42 Ontario commu- 


_nities but not in Metro Toron- 


to where soft drink produc- 
tion is handied by the major 
soft drink companies. Inmany 
of these communities, . the 
bottlers are a significant em- 


- ployer so any loss of jobs hasa 


profound impact on local 
economics. 

The reets—of the bottlers’ 
present difficulties go back to 
1975. Prompted by concerns 
about litter, waste manage- 
ment and energy consump- 
tion, the soft drink industry 
and the provincial, govern- 
ment agreed informally to aim 
fot a 75:25 sales ratio of refill- 
able containers to -nonrefill- 
ables by the end of 1979. The 
soft drink industry made a 


commitment to concentrate. 


sales promotions on refillable 
packaging. Retailers would 
give primary shelf space and 
promotion support to refill- 
ables. The independent bot- 
tlers would make major finan- 
cial commitments to provide 
the structure for increased 
sales of refillables by expand- 
ing bottling lines, bottle in- 
ventories and truck fleets. 

in 1976, the Ontario Gov- 
ernment enacted regulations 
“to expand the refillable soft 
drink system”. Price advertis- 
ing of nonrefillable containers 
was to be matched, in the

same advertisement. with 
advertising of refillable con- 
tainers of comparable size and 
flavour. In stores, displays of 
nonrefillables was to be 
matched in container size and 
flavour by refillabies. The 
sizes and types of containers 
were limited to 750 mi non- 
refillable glass; and 300 mi 
nonrefillable steel cans. No 
other container types were 
permitted. 


The program -was working 
well. By the end of 1977, refill- 
able bottles. including the 
consumers’ favourite, the 1.5 
litre refillable, had earned as 
estimated 60 per cent share of 
the market as compared to 
about 35 per cent at the same 
time in 1975. Many indepen-

dent bottlers had expanded~ 
their facilities, inventories'and 
truck fleets and hired more 


people. 

The bottling process and its 
delivery and pick-up system is 
more labour-intensive than 
canning. As well, bottling ts 
done by independent busi- 
nesses in 42 communities 
across Ontario, as opposed to 
canning, which is done by the 
major soft drink manufactur- 
ers ina few centralized plants. 
The trend was obviously to- 
ward higher production and 
employment in the various re- 
gions of Ontario, not to men- 
tion toward a higher degree of 
consumer awareness of envi- 
ronmental issues.

But in 1979 disaster struck. 
The federal government 
banned the use of the 1.5 [tre 
refillable bottle because of its 
tendency to shatter when 


tipped over. The Ontario: 


Government then temporarily 
relaxed the regulations gov- 
erning the sale of soft drinks 
to ease the economic burden 
on the industry. 
_ Immediately, the sale of 
canned soft drinks increased 
dramatically in Ontario — 
from 32 per cent of the total 
soft drink sales in 1979 to 38 
per cent in 1981, but with indi- 
vidual brands increasing from 
25 per cent to 44 per cent over 
the same period. 


Despite. the fact that the 
iemporary relief period was to 
have ended at the beginning of 
1981, the goal of a 75:25 sales 
ratio in favour of refillables is 
further off than ever. Today, 
nonrefillable steel cans enjoy 
$5 per cent of the overall mar- 
ket in Ontario. While this per- 
centage is lower in Metro 
Toronto, where the independ- 
ent bottlers have no distribu- 
tion network, it issignificantly 
higher in the rest of Ontano 
where it is eroding the ¢co- 
nomic base of the bottlers and

threatening jobs. Other factors 
include the agressive promo- 
tion and price-slashing of soft 
drinks in cans by major manu- 
facturers in an effort to in- 
crease market share. the loss- 
leader promotion of cases of 
cans by large chains, and the 
take-over by the chains of the 
distribution of canned soft 
drinks to their non-Metro 
outlets, a function which had 
previously been handled by 
the regional bottlers and 
which allowed them a meas- 
ure of control of shelf space. 
It is clear that the existing reg- 
ulations are neither complied 
with nor enforced. 

Cases of cans currently have 
no directly competitive con- 
tainer approved by the Ontar 
io government. In the five 
years since the banning of the 


popular 1.5 litre bottle, the in-’ 


dependent bottlers have re- 
peatedly requested the gov- 
ernment cither to enforce the 
existing regulations or to let 
the bottlers introduce new 
containers that would help 
them compete. 

The 2-litre plastic container 
used by the bottlers in Mon- 
day's demonstration was first 
submitted to the Ministry of 
the Environment in October 
1980 as a response to the ban- 
ning of the 1.5 litre bottle. 
Since then the Society of the 
Plastics Industry of Canada 
has submitted three more 
briefs detailing the advantages 
and benefits of the plastic 
hottie. 

Ontario is the only jurisdic- 
tion in North America that 
allows cans but not PET plas- 
tic bottles. In. other jurisdic- 
tions in Candda where the 
PET bottle has quickly gained’ 
more than 15 per cent of the 
market, consumers appreciate 
its light weight, quick cooling 
and greater space efficiency.

Catharine Parr Trail 
feasted on goose fatiened 
on the rice beds of ponds 
agd rivers. She wrote that 
turkeys were found only on 
old. cleared farms and that 
beef was only availabie 
when an ox was slaughtered 
to save it from a natural 
death. 

By the second half of the 
century, however, turkey 
was a popular Christmas 
repast. Plum pudding. 
ablaze with burning brandy 
and mincemeat pic. nuts 
and imported fruits com- 
pleted the. feast. In the 
isolated parts of the prov 
ince none of these delicacies 
could be easily obtained, 
except perhaps for a few 
oranges. One man who 
remembered fondly the 
Christmas pudding of his, 
past attempted to create one 
in the midse of the Upper 
Canada wilderness’ but 
lamented that without the 
proper ingredients. “even 
though we ate it, it was 
awful”

Less totul energy is used to 
deliver soft drinks to consum- 
em in PET bottles thanin glass 
bottles or stecl cans. Also. 
PE bottles ure much lighter 
so that trucks with weight 
limitations can carry about 30 
per cent more beverage. 

PET bottles are currently re- 
exeled into a variety of pro- 
ducts such as fibrefill for cush- 
wns, jackets and siceping 
bags. strapping for industrial 
pallets. molded products. 
boat hulls, etc. The indepen- 


dent Sottlers are offering a 
live-cent recycling reward to 
encourage Consumers to re- 
turn the bottles for recycling. 
Also, because the 2-litre bottle 
is used most 
litter ts less 


in the home. 
a problem. 


cycling programs, most non- 
refillable containers go into 
sanitary landfills or open 
dumps. Since plastic ts inert, 11 
docs not leach into the 
groundwater. Also a shredded 
PET bottle takes up about 
one-quarter the space of a 
crushed glass bottle. 

Where refuse is incinerated. 
PET bottles have the advan- 
tage of beirfg a valuable fucl. 
When properly incinerated, 
the PET bottle burns cleanly 
without residue or any health 
or environmental hazard, It is 
rated at about the same heat 
value as soft coaland can help 
burn wet garbage.

potential Canadian markets 
for recovered PET material. It 
presented figures to show that 
the recycling of PET botties 
could be done profitably. h 
also presented estimates on 
direct job creation {for cxam- 
ple. 12 million bottles sold 
generates 37 jobs) and indirect 
job creation (12 10 25 jobs ina 
recycling facility).
